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Burglars trapped by vigilant member of public 


TWO men spotted breaking into a flat in Finsbury 
Park have been jailed. 

John Pitkin, 48, of Fairboume Road, Tottenham, was 
sentenced to 30 months in prison at Wood Green 
Crown Court on Friday after pleading guilty to 
burglary, attempted burglary and going equipped for 
burglary at an earlier hearing. 

Richard Campbell, 48, of Green Lanes, Hornsey, 
had pleaded not guilty, but changed his plea to guilty 
on the first day of his trial last Thursday and was sen¬ 
tenced to three years for burglary. 

Police were called to Oakfield Road, Finsbury Park, 
at 2pm on August 16 last year to reports of two men 
trying to break into a basement flat. 

Officers spotted the pair in Albany Road and Pitkin 
was found in possession of two crowbars, a screw¬ 
driver and a car key. The car was found to contain 
electrical goods including a mobile phone, 
photographic equipment and laptop, among other 
items, which had been stolen from Oakfield Road. 

Borough commander Sandra Looby said: “Two 
burglars have been taken off our streets as the result of 
a 999 call from an alert member of the public and the 
subsequent police response. 

“Police officers responding to the call stopped the 
right men and obtained good early evidence. This, 
together with the findings of our forensic officers and 
the work of our detectives to prepare a solid case 
against them, led both men to realise they had no 
option but to plead guilty.”

MAYOR PUTS FORWARD 
POLICE STATION CUTS 


FRONT counter services are set to be axed 
at Muswell Hill police station under pro¬ 
posals put forward by Mayor of London 
Boris Johnson. 

Hours will also be reduced at Hornsey and 
Tottenham stations, leaving Fishmongers Arms, in 
High Road, Tottenham, as the only station to retain 
a 24-hour front counter. 

Mr Johnson’s Police and Crime Plan aims to 
increase the number of officers on the streets. 

The plan states that there are currently 136 front 
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counters open to the public, but just 50 crimes 
per night are reported across the capital using 
that method. 

The mayor also wants to reduce the Met’s 
property portfolio by a third - as set out in his 
Met Estates Strategy - as well as make savings 
in civilian staff and IT. 

“Putting more officers on the streets is key 
to driving down crime and boosting public 
confidence in the police and that is why it is at 
the heart of our plans for policing in the capital,” 
Mr Johnson said. 

“In the current economic climate there is no 
denying that tough decisions will have to be 
made, but policing in the capital is changing and 
we must change with it by creating a police 
force that is ready to tackle the issues that 
matter most to Londoners.” 

An eight-week consultation on the plans will 
take place with the Deputy Mayor for Policing 
Stephen Greenhalgh and Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner Simon Byrne hosting a meeting in every 
borough to listen to people’s views. 


The Haringey meeting is on Wednesday Febru¬ 
ary 20 from 8pm at the Civic Centre. The final 
plan will be published by April. 

The proposals have abeen criticised by Totten¬ 
ham MP David Lammy, who said: “Tottenham 
felt abandoned on the night of the riots. Turning 
our police station into a ‘daytime only’ opera¬ 
tion while memories of the riots are still fresh is 
the wrong message to send to residents, busi¬ 
nesses and, most importantly, criminals. 

“Whatever alternative is proposed, whether 
social media or police counters in post offices, it 
will be no substitute for a permanent, 24-hour 
building. If you want to stay on top of gang 
crime, or break up human trafficking rackets, 
you need a place where people feel safe and 
secure where they can report those crimes and 
reaching them needs to be convenient. 

“People won’t tweet their local Met force 
about a suspect drug den, nor will they snake 
between the coffee tables at Costa Coffee to 
report a brothel. Serious public services need 
serious public spaces.”

PLANS to shut half of the borough’s 
police stations were met with fury by 
residents at a consultation meeting in 
Enfield on Monday night. 

The deputy mayor of London for 
policing Stephen Greenhalgh, borough 
police commander Jane Johnson and the 
Met’s Assistant Commissioner Simon 
Byrne were all on the panel to answer 
questions from members of the public, 
councillors and others at the meeting, at 
the Civic Centre, in Silver Street. 

London Assembly member for 
Enfield and Haringey Joanne McCartney 
told the meeting: “We will see a big 
black hole in the west of the borough. 

“The mayor is still promising the 
same or similar police provision. This is 
not going to happen with two police 


stations gone. Can you tell me why the 
police bought a property opposite 
Southgate police station to use as a base 
for safer neighbourhood teams and it is 
still lying empty? Why isn’t opening 
that counter being considered?” 

Mr Greenhalgh responded, saying: 
“There is no point having a front 
counter where only two people step 
through the front door each day” 

When questioned whether post offices 
would be an appropriate place to report 
a crime, Mr Greenhalgh said: “This is 
one a of a number of creative solutions 
being considered. I want to make it 
clear people will not be going into 
supermarkets to report crimes.” 

Mark Ruddling, from the Enfield 
Business and Retailers’ Association, 
asked the panel: “What impact will 
these plans have on the fact that PCSOs 


are often delayed because they are 
travelling on public transport to get to 
where they are needed?” 

Chief Superintendent Johnson tried to 
reassure him and said: “I think it works 
well at the minute with Enfield police 
station at the edge of the town centre 
and Edmonton station just beside the 
Edmonton Green shopping centre. It 
works in terms of proximity.” 

A spokeswoman for the police in 
Enfield said the new plans would not 
affect the main response depot in 
Lincoln Road, Enfield, from where all 
emergency response teams are currently 
dispatched. 

Plans for where safer neighbourhood 
teams, currently based at Southgate 
station, would be located after the 
proposed closures have not been 
finalised, the spokeswoman added.

A document detailing plans to 
close Southgate and Winchmore 
Hill police stations contained a 
map which showed Enfield and 
Edmonton police stations the 
wrong way round. 

The document, produced by the 
Mayor of London’s Office for 
Policing and Crime, was posted 
online before the mistake was 
spotted by beady-eyed residents.

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Norovirus victims sue cruise 
firm after dream trip ruined

A COUPLE whose once-in-a-lifetime 
holiday was ruined by a severe bout of 
sickness are suing the company they 
claim is responsible for ruining their 
dream cruise. 

Mary and Michael Morley, of 
Devonshire Road, Edmonton, have 
joined forces with a travel law firm that 
is organising a class (group) action 
against Royal Caribbean International, 
the cruise operator of the ship on which 
the couple fell ill. 

Mr and Mrs Morley are both 
pensioners and had saved for three 
years for the £2,400 cruise on the 
Royal Caribbean liner. 

They were planning to celebrate their 
44th wedding anniversary on board 
the luxury liner but their romantic 
plans lay in tatters after Mrs Morley, 
66, was struck down with norovirus 
just eight days after boarding the ship 
in March 2011. 

On the very day she was due to 
celebrate their anniversary, Mrs Morley 
was confined to her cabin. 

Mr Morley, also 66, who walks with 
the aid of a stick, caught the bug the 
next day and they were both laid low 
for the remainder of their trip. 

“When we got to the port, we got a 
letter to say that we were delayed 
because they were still cleaning,” Mr 
Morley told the Advertiser. 

“When we boarded, we saw the 
handrails were covered with what 
looked like clingfilm and there were 
loudspeaker announcements in the 
bathrooms telling people to wash their 
hands. We weren’t allowed to use the 
salt and pepper cellars on the table, we

had to ask the waitress to season our 
food for us.” 

The couple are furious that although 
the cruise company knew that there 
was a hygiene problem it still went 
ahead with the trip. 

“They should have been honest with 
us. If they had just told us and allowed 
us to make up our own mind, that would 
have been okay,” added Mr Morley. 


Law firm Irwin Mitchell has issued 
proceedings at the High Court on 
behalf of 42 holidaymakers, including 
the Morleys, who had their luxury trip 
ruined by the outbreak of the virus on 
board the ship. 

There were outbreaks of a bug 
spanning six months from December 
2010 to June 2011. 

A spokeswoman from the cruise 


company said: “Not all of our guests 
experienced illness. There were 42 
guests out of 84,000 who sailed with us 
over a nine-month period between 
December 2010 and August 2011. 

“Those affected by the short-lived 
illness responded well to over-the- 
counter medication which was 
administered on board the ship.”

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Friends pay tribute to ‘bubbly’ 
Wiktoria, 13, killed in car crash

TRIBUTES have flooded in for a 13-year-old 
girl who was killed in a car crash. 

Wiktoria Was, 13, of Cheshunt, was travelling 
with her four-year-old brother and parents in the 
family’s Volkswagen Polo on Sunday January 6 
when it was hit by a Peugeot 308 that was being 
chased by police. 

The teenager, who was in the back seat of the 
car, died at the scene in Ilderton Road, New 
Cross, south London. 

Her father and younger brother were taken to 
nearby King’s College Hospital in Denmark Hill 
and later discharged. 

Her mother was taken to the Royal London 
Hospital in Whitechapel, east London, and has 
also since been discharged. 

The 13-year-old was a Year 9 student at Goffs 
School, in Goffs Lane, Cheshunt, and messages 
from grief-stricken schoolfriends have flooded 
in, while Facebook and Twitter tribute pages 
have been set up in memory of the teenager 

And in a video tribute, friends of the “bubbly” 
13-year-old poured out messages of grief. 

“Wicki was one of the nicest people I knew. 
She was kind, beautiful and always up for a 
laugh. She loves everyone and everyone loves 
her. Miss you Wickster,” wrote Imogen Roadway. 

A Twitter account set up to remember the 
talented dancer was also inundated with 
messages of support, with one friend tweeting: 
“Bless your beautiful soul, you will never be 
forgotten. Always thinking about you.” 

The headteacher of Goffs School, Alison 
Garner, also paid tribute to the student. 

“Wiktoria was a highly valued member of our 
community, funny, charming, bubbly and with a 



bright future ahead of her,” she said. “She will 
be much missed by us all.” 

Following the crash Devon Newell, 32, of no 
fixed address, appeared by video link at 
Camberwell Green Magistrates’ Court on 
January 8 charged with causing death by 
dangerous driving, causing serious injury by 
dangerous driving, failing to stop for police, 
failing to stop at the scene of an accident, 
driving with no licence and driving with no 
insurance. 

He was remanded in custody until February 
12 when he appeared at Woolwich Crown Court 
yesterday. 

The IPCC is investigating the police’s role in 
the accident, while an inquest into Wiktoria’s 
death opened at Southwark Coroner’s Court 
on Monday. 
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‘Help my parents escape Chinese jaiF

A WOMAN who claims her parents have 
been arrested and imprisoned by the 
Chinese government because of their 
spiritual views has launched a 
campaign to get them released. 

Amy Minghui Yu, 24, of Chiswick 
Road, Edmonton, is determined to bring 
her parents’ plight to the attention of the 
world. She says her mother and father 
were thrown into jail in China for prac¬ 
tising the spiritual discipline Falun Gong. 

Those who practise Falun Gong take 
part in Tai Chi-style exercises, meditate 
and live by a moral code similar to 
Buddhism. But China’s communist 
dictatorship persecutes followers, branding 


them fanatical religious zealots. And 
when Amy’s father, Zonghai Yu, wrote 
that “Falun Dafa (how the teachings are 
commonly referred to) is good” on a 
wall in Mudanjiang City, in Heilongjiang 
province, 11 years ago, he was arrested 
immediately. 

“He had a trial but there was no lawyer 
allowed, no family allowed,” said Amy. 
“He was thrown into Mudanjiang prison 
and sentenced to 15 years.” 

Amy says that, two years later, the 
family was targeted again when police 
broke into their home and lay in wait to 
arrest her mother, Meihong Wong, who 
had been distributing flyers and CDs in a 
bid to help the persecuted followers of 
Falan Gong. 


“I came home first and as I opened 
the door I was dragged into the house 
and one policeman forced me to keep 
silent by covering my mouth firmly,” 
said Amy. 

“He whispered: ‘Don’t make any 
noise, we are waiting for your mother 
to arrest her’.” 

Amy, a magazine journalist, told the 
Advertiser that over the next half an hour 
she was on the verge of passing out from 
fear before the police restraining her 
received a call that her mother had been 
detained elsewhere. 

The police then tore through the home, 
searching for evidence that would 
incriminate her mother. She was sent 
straight to prison without trial for 11 years. 


The then 17-year-old Amy went to stay 
with relatives and stopped practising 
Falun Gong until she moved to Fondon 
in 2010 to study fashion design. 

Amy believes that the only way her 
parents will be released is if the 
international community puts concerted 
pressure on the Chinese government. 

She admits that her fear for their 
welfare increases daily. 

“I am very worried about my parents,” 
she added. “They are in a very dangerous 
situation - particularly my father. 

“My parents have done nothing wrong. 
“What they have done is just raise 
awareness of theirs and others’ plight in 
a very peaceful way.”

Development will completely

PROPOSAFS for a new housing development have stoked fury among 
residents who say the character of their neighbourhood will be changed 
irrevocably if the plans went ahead.

She also fears it will put pressure on primary schools and parking in the 
area and is urging people to take part in a consultation on the development. 

A spokeswoman for Notting Hill Housing, which submitted the planning 
application, said: “These plans have been the subject of extensive public 
consultation over 18 months and as a result there have 
been various changes to the proposals including a 
) reduction in building heights and the number of new 
I residential units and increased car parking. 

“We are very aware of concerns about impact on local 
social infrastructure such as education and health 
! ^ and all of these development proposals will 
generate financial contributions which will be 
available to the council and the NHS to help 
improve provision. 

We are also confident through 
technical studies that the proposals will 
not cause unacceptable impact on local 
traffic conditions.”

“I was really surprised.” she said. “I 
just couldn’t understand why it was there.” 

Claire and Mary will be featured a 
number of times in Food Inspectors as 
part of the programme’s mission to clean 
up dodgy kitchens across the country. 

Explaining why she and Mary put up 
with cameras trailing them for three 
months, Claire said: “We want to raise 
people’s awareness about the simple steps 
they can take to protect themselves.”

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We need to value 
our police service, 
not run it down 

POLICE stations are closing, new recruits to 
the service were yesterday told that their 
starting salary will be cut by £4,000, and 
backroom support staff are staring at a best 
option of taking voluntary redundancy. 

Each of these things in their own right can 
be explained as entirely necessary because of 
cost-cutting reasons. 

It is very easy for us to say, “go ahead, sell 
off police stations, everyone reports crime 
online these days”. 

It could be argued that fewer support staff 
will mean that everyone else has to become 
more efficient. 

And, in these tough economic times, it is 
highly feasible to say that police recruits 
should just take this paycut on the chin. 

But the problem is that each one of these 
“efficiencies” adds up to a police force that is 
depleted and exhausted, while police morale is 
arguably at a record low level. 

Criminals don’t arrest themselves and killers 
tend not to hand their murder weapon politely 
to safer neighbourhood policing teams before 
offering themselves up for arrest. 

We desperately need the police - especially 
in Enfield - and we need a police force that 
feels valued and needed. 

However, the message trickling down 
through all these cuts appears to be that the 
police force just doesn’t matter. 

But it does, as much as any other key worker. 

Police officers make sure we live in at least 
a semblance of a civilised society. 

Fine, take the buildings Mayor of London 
Boris Johnson claims are barely used, but put 
the money saved towards the teams patrolling 
the borough. 

If the thin blue line gets spread any thinner it 
will be all but invisible.

They are at risk from chafing on 
the inner walls, a potential source of 
a blowout, not easily visible unless 
the car is raised on a hoist for an 
MOT inspection. 

It is not unknown for suspension 
coil springs to snap because of 
repeated pounding on speed humps. 

Anyone suffering from bone 
cancer can verify the jolting caused 
by these humps is very painful when 
travelling as a passenger, even at 
half the legal speed limit.

Expanding school will cause congestion and impact on locals 


THE case for providing additional 
primary school places in the borough 
is overwhelming. 

Enfield is facing a serious shortage 
of primary school places which 
needs addressing urgently. 

Enfield Council has brought for¬ 
ward plans for expanding a number 
of schools, including Worcesters 
primary school in our ward. 


While the case for providing more 
primary places is overwhelming, this 
does not mean the administration 
should proceed regardless of concerns 
raised by parents and residents. 

The council recently submitted a 
planning application for expanding 
Worcesters to allow it to become a 
three-form entry (rather than two- 
form at present). Such an increase 


will inevitably result in a large 
increase in school journeys. 

The council should have spelt out 
measures to cope with this. So far, 
the transport statement report says 
the only measures are an additional 
“walking” bus and 24 extra cycle 
stands. 

Enfield Council needs to think 
carefully about Carterhatch Lane. A 


little further down is an ambulance 
station, the exit from the QE 
Stadium, a large gym, the Toby 
Carvery and possibly the worst point 
in the borough for crossing the A10. 
All this in a densely populated area.

Squatters condemn council 


as eviction looms

A GROUP of squatters faced with 
eviction from a disused petrol 
station have blasted council chiefs 
after they removed six vehicles 
which were being kept at the site. 

The squatters, who describe 
themselves as the Enfield Eight, say 
they have kept the site at the MOT 
centre in Brimsdown Avenue safe 
for three years while using it as a 
supporting base for the environmental 
movement. 

But last Wednesday, a judge at 
Central London County Court ruled 
in favour of a repossession order for 
Stanmore-based The Sisters Property 


Company Ltd, the owners of the site. 

Officers from Enfield Council and 
the police had repossessed six 
vehicles at the site on December 13. 

The squatters say some of the 
vehicles had personal possessions in 
them and were destined for a charity 
project in Africa. 

One of the squatters is Peter 
Nichols, of the Church of All 
Worlds, a science fiction-based 
church inspired by a fictional reli¬ 
gion from Robert Heinlein’s 1961 
novel Stranger In A Strange Land. 

“This site was a real health hazard 
for children and it was used by 
junkies and drug addicts,” he said. 

“We have kept it safe for three 


years now. We offer support to eco- 
warriors and the anti-capitalist 
movement. We are not criminals.” 

Tony Noble, one of the others 
living on the site, added: “I am a 
mechanic and we were repairing 
an ambulance which we wanted to 
send to the Brufut Education Project 
in Gambia, but the council has taken 
it away. 

“I would be happy to comply with 
the law. If we have to move, we will - 
but what the council did in December 
was completely out of order.” 

The council confirmed that it had 
seized the vehicles because they 
were not taxed and had not been 
declared as having been taken off 


the road to the Driver and Vehicle 
Licensing Agency. 

Chris Bond, the council’s cabinet 
member for environment, said: “The 
squatters and their vehicles have 
been there illegally and the individu¬ 
als in question have steadfastly 
refused to negotiate with the land 
owners regarding their continuing 
illegal occupation of the site. 

“The people in question are living 
on someone else’s land and are using 
it to store untaxed vehicles, all of 
which is against the law. 

“I urge the squatters to do the right 
thing - move on to a place where 
they can live legally and pay the 
vehicle duty due on their vehicles.”

W HILE 2012 will long be remembered 
as the year of Britain’s greatest 
Olympic successes, I fear that 2013 
will go down in the annals as the year the NHS 
began to lose its coveted title as the finest free 
health service in the world. 

Last week, Prime Minister David Cameron 
and Deputy Prime Minister Nick Clegg published 
their audit of promises and performance after 30 
months at the helm of government. 

Back in 2010, this is what they said on 
forming their coalition: “We want to increase 
democratic participation in the NHS and 
make the NHS more accountable to the patients 
it serves. We are committed to reducing duplica¬ 
tion and the resources spent on administration.” 
So how do these fine words match the deeds? 
Under their new set-up costing billions, we 
will have a national commissioning board, a 
health and social care information centre, the 
NHS Trust Development Authority, Monitor, the 
regulator of foundation trust hospitals, 
Healthwatch England, local Healthwatch boards 
and health and wellbeing boards. 

There will be 222 clinical commissioning 
groups of GPs covering the country - and our 
Enfield CCG will be backed up by a new north 
and east London commissioning support unit. 

How Mr and Mrs Joe and Joan Public will find 
their way round this bureaucratic maze, created 
by a government that promised there would be 
no more top-down reorganisations of the NHS, 
remains to be seen. 

And this expensive set-up, which takes full 
control of the NHS in April, is still topped up by 
the Department of Health in Whitehall. 

Our local GPs have a tough road ahead, 
implementing plans they had little, if any, say in 
devising. 

They know there is an army of patients in this 
community willing to help, but we will need to 
be more vigilant than ever if we are to keep the 
good name of the NHS alive and well.

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Tesco backing artisan coffee houses 
is flattering, says shops campaigner

THE fact that “artisan” coffee shop 
Harris + Hoole is partly owned by 
supermarket giant Tesco isn’t all bad 
news, according to an independent 
campaigner. 

Harris + Hoole, which opened a 
branch in Chase Side, Southgate, in 
November, has courted controversy in 
the past few weeks. 

The coffee shops, which are t 
run by the firm Taylor ^ 

Street Baristas, are mar¬ 
keted as independent 
cafes - in contrast to 
the likes of Starbucks. 

However, Tesco has W 
a 49 per cent stake in 
the company and the 
revelation has 
angered those who are 
wary of the supermar¬ 
ket’s growing empire. 

Karen Mercer, right, 
the owner of My Coffee 
Stop at Enfield Chase 
railway station, in 
Windmill Hill, says that 
the new chain could be 
seen as a boost for inde¬ 
pendent retailers. 

“What Tesco has done 


is give all the independent shops a mas¬ 
sive thumbs-up - your business model is 
good, we’re copying it,” she told the 
Advertiser. “Copying is a form of flat¬ 
tery - we are a trendsetter. 

“How amazing that a big business is 
copying small business? The cosiness, 
the connections with the community, the 
heart and soul, the look of it. 

“I say to all my peers in Enfield it is 
an incredible stamp of approval.” 

Ms Mercer has been leading a cash 

_ mob campaign across 

Enfield, in which she used 
Twitter and Facebook to 
drum up support for 
local, independently- 
owned shops. 

She says that she 
understands the 
negative reaction 
as it is a very 
emotive issue but 
adds that the 
main problem is 
that people are 
feeling “duped” 
by the company. 

She believes that 
Tesco has missed 
an opportunity for 
some positive 
headlines by fail¬ 


ing to celebrate its investment in small 
companies at a time when the banks 
won’t. 

“On the other hand, if they had done it 
like that they wouldn’t have got as 
much publicity - as they are now 
they are being mentioned everywhere,” 
she said. 

Tesco has defended its minority stake 
in the coffee shop chain, saying that it 
likes to support businesses, especially 
when it can be difficult to get financial 
backing. 

Tesco chief executive Philip Clarke 
said: “Great ideas can find it hard to get 
backing these days, so we’re pleased to 
be in a position to help entrepreneurs 
achieve their vision.” 

Colin Lewis, manager of Harris + 
Hoole in Southgate, said that his prior¬ 
ity was serving good coffee to his 
customers. 

He added: “I have a lot of control over 
things like decorations, we lend support 
to those running local events and we’ve 
given local artists the space so that they 
can display their work. 

“I just chat to everyone so I know a 
good 80 per cent of the people who 
come in. 

“Em not that good at remembering 
names but I am good at remembering 
drinks.”

“Without it we’d probably 
have had to close by now.” 

Bambos Charalambous, 
cabinet member for culture, 
leisure, youth and localism, 
said: “This scheme is unique in 
the way that it puts the power to 
be able to change your local 
area in the hands of residents 
working closely with their local 
ward councillor. 

“Residents and ward council¬ 
lors have plenty of time to apply

The ERPF was set up in 2010 
as a way for people to invest in 
their neighbourhoods. 

The fund, which this year 
totals £2.1million, is divided 
between wards in the borough, 
according to need, and residents 
can apply for grants for projects 
they believe will benefit their 
whole community. 

The council has confirmed 
that the ERPF will continue 
over 2013/14.

PROVING that age is no barrier to 
helping others, a group of care home 
residents have raised thousands for 
charity for a fourth year running.

You’ll be swept up by Les 
Mis’ emotional tidal wave

THE sweeping score, the rousing 
songs, the flag waving and the 
heartbreaking poverty - there is 
enough heartstring pulling in Les 
Miserables to wet the eyes of even 
the stoniest of cinema-goers. 

Currently playing at The Phoenix 
in Finchley, the film has just won a 
slew of gongs at the Golden 
Globes and it is poised to repeat 
this success at the Oscars next 
month. 

Although not a fan of the sung- 
through musical, I found myself 
swept along by this stirring film. 

I have seen the stage production 
but was left baffled by a plot that 
was difficult to follow from my seat 
up in the gods.. 

There were no such problems 
with the film version. 

Among a string of powerful 
performances, Hugh Jackman 
stands out as Jean Valjean, 
wringing every ounce of emotion 
in his role as the abnormally strong 
man who has spent 19 years in 
prison for stealing a loaf of bread. 

The film starts just as Valjean is 


released and he decides to break 
his parole in order to start his 
life anew. 

Eight years later and Valjean’s 
station in life has risen considerably 

- he is a factory owner and the 
mayor of Montreuil-sur-Mer. 

But he fails to escape his past 
and is haunted by the policeman, 
Javert, who spends the film 
tracking down his former prisoner. 

Anne Hathaway is able to cast 
the memory of Susan Boyle to the 
dustbin with her anguished rendi¬ 
tion of I Dreamed A Dream, while 
singing manages to bring out the 
sensitive side of Russell Crowe, 
who plays the dastardly Javert. 

There is perhaps a moral heart 
missing from the story and the his¬ 
torical context is a bit of mystery 
for those not thoroughly versed in 
the history of revolutionary France 

- who or what are the Miserables 
battling against? 

But there is so much going on in 
this film it almost doesn’t matter. 

Les Miserables is scheduled to 
play at The Phoenix, in High 
Road, East Finchley, until Friday 
January 24. 



A compellingly 
close encounter 

CAPTIVATING performances from the cast of 
a pared-back production prove that good 
theatre need not be expensively produced. 
Ibsen’s The Lady From The Sea, showing at 
the Courtyard Theatre in Hoxton, is the 
story of Ellida, the second wife of respected 
family doctor Wangel, who has two daughters 
from his first wife. 

Ellida feels stifled and unhappy and she 
cannot escape the pull of the sailor she 
once loved. 

The set in this production has been arranged 
as a theatre in the round, with the sparse 
audience sitting at very close quarters on all 
sides of the action. 

At times I felt this was rather distracting - 
the audience was so close that they seemed 
to be part of the play and I could clearly see 
their faces looking on behind the actors. 

So it is all credit to the talented cast 
that they held my attention through this 
unsettling play. 

Nina Moniri as Ellida was particularly 
affecting, especially when revealing to her 
husband the spell she had been living under 
for the past few years. 

There was a nice comic turn from Paul Giles 
as Lyngstrand and Julia Korning was brilliant 
as the younger sister Hilde. 

Definitely worth seeing before this play’s 
short run finishes on Sunday.

Vietnamese starter quickly 
relieved the January blues

FEELING cold and hungry, Grazing 
Gannet and I were on the look-out 
for something to warm our feathery 
cockles during a Baltic lunchtime in 
Finchley. 

And we could have done a lot 
worse than to pop into Vy Nam, a 
quaint little Vietnamese joint in 
Regents Park Road. 

I have a particular weakness for 
fresh summer rolls and there are 
plenty of Vietnamese restaurants 
that surprisingly leave these little 
delicacies off the menu. 

So I was delighted to find them 
here, priced at a reasonable £4. 

Vy Nam served up four generously 
sized rolls (prawn, lettuce, cucumber 



and vermicelli noodles wrapped in , 
rice paper) with a sweet satay sauce. ; 

Sweet, fresh and crunchy, these 
summer rolls tasted as good as they 
looked. As their name suggests, they | 
were like a warm summer breeze - 
perfect for lifting the January blues. 

Grazing Gannet, on the other 
hand, had to work for her dinner. 

The ingredients of her starter, hot 
and spicy minced beef wrap (£6.80), 
were served up separately, ready to 
be rolled up in rice paper. 

Thankfully, the smiling waitress 
was on hand to deliver expert advice 
on technique and, once she got the 
hang of it, Grazing rather enjoyed 
rolling the vermicelli, shredded 
lettuce, herbs and meat. 

The mince was beautifully cooked 
in a delicate balance of lemongrass 
and coconut milk with crushed 
peanuts. 

The warming soups we ordered for 
our mains matched the starters for 
freshness and flavour. 

Although the noodles in my spicy 
Hue soup with beef and pork (£7) 
might not have been the vermicelli 
as advertised, it was a pleasing dish 
nonetheless. 

Grazing went for a pho special 
soup (£7.50) with beef, brisket,

prawn and chicken with flat noodles. 

Both soups had generous portions 
of meat or fish and the spicy broth 
was full of flavour. The garnish of 
coriander, chilli and bean sprouts, 
added a nice bit of crunch and kick. 


Vy Nam might look unremarkable 
from the outside, but the food 
served up was a culinary treat 
and we Gannet girls took flight 
from Finchley feeling thoroughly 
sated.

FOR TOP FOUR 



Keeping the faith: Scott Parker is optimistic over Tottenham's hopes of securing a top-four finish

SCOTT PARKER is confident that 
Tottenham Hotspur will last the pace 
in the race for a top-four finish in 
the Premier League despite Satur¬ 
day’s disappointing 0-0 draw at base¬ 
ment side Queens Park Rangers. 

The past two years have seen 
Spurs fade away badly in the second 
half of the campaign to miss out on 
Champions League qualification - 
especially last season when a dread¬ 
ful run of one victory in nine games 
saw them squander a ten-point lead 
to Arsenal. 

But, although Saturday’s draw saw 
Tottenham slip below Chelsea into 
fourth place, fit-again Parker claims 
that the squad are determined to 
ensure they don’t suffer a similar 
collapse this time around. 

“It’s in everyone’s mind because 
it’s happened before,” the England 
international said. “We need to 
maintain our performances. 

“We have some tough fixtures 
coming up, but we’ve got some 
players coming back from injury. 
Hopefully we can freshen it up that 
way. I’m sure we’ll be fine. 

“We’ve lost some world-class 
players, but we’ve added some too. 
Maybe we’ll learn from the past two 
years and stay strong. 

“We wanted three points on 
Saturday, but QPR did their job and 
were set up very well.” 

Parker is yet to start a league match 
since recovering from the Achilles 
injury which ruled him out of the 
first four months of the campaign, 
but head coach Andre Villas-Boas 
is delighted that he is now available 
for selection. 

“Scott’s being doing extremely 
well since he came back,” Villas- 
Boas said. “He’s now at full fitness 
and is a player we trust a lot. 

“Scott’s a great professional and 
someone of great ability. He can 


always give you the edge with his 
leadership qualities. He’s still at the 
peak of the game and his age is 
fine. He treats himself well and is a 
good professional.” 

Tottenham had the better of the 
chances in a drab match at Loftus 


Road on Saturday, with Jermain 
Defoe coming closest to scoring 
with a shot which was tipped on to 
the post by home keeper Julio Cesar. 

“We’re a bit disappointed, but we’ll 
take a point away from home,” he 
said. “The boys did well. We came 


out strong at the beginning and 
strong in the second half, we just 
couldn’t keep the momentum. 

“Julio made some great saves, 
and in the end they are decisive 
because if you score one goal it 
unlocks QPR.” 


Brave Borough suffer penalty shoot-out defeat at Wingate 


HARINGEY BOROUGH gave a good account 
of themselves before eventually bowing out 
of the London Senior Cup with a penalty 
shoot-out defeat at Wingate and Finchley. 

A succession of postponements meant that 
Borough had not played for almost a month 
prior to last Tuesday’s showdown, but they 
showed few signs of rustiness as they more 
than held their own against a side who play 
two levels above them in the Ryman Premier 
Division as the clash ended in a 1-1 draw 
before Wingate triumphed 4-3 on penalties. 


Neither side was able to break the deadlock 
prior to the interval, with Leon Smith firing 
against the post for the hosts and Dean Fenton 
seeing a 25-yard free-kick flash past the post 
for Borough with the keeper beaten. 

It was Wingate who struck first on 58 
minutes when Smith took advantage of a rare 
defensive lapse to drill the ball into the net, 
but the visitors got back on level terms two 
minutes later as Fenton scored with a low 
swerving shot from the edge of the box.

after when Rickelle Christian was dismissed 
for collecting a second yellow card for kicking 
the ball away, but they held firm until the end 
of the 90 minutes - and with extra time not 
played in the competition the match went 
straight to penalties. 

However, it was Wingate who held their 
nerve better in the shoot-out, with Darrell Cox 
and Joe O’Cearuill both missing for Borough 
as they bowed out of the competition. 

Haringey Borough go to Colney Heath on 
Saturday (3pm).
